Ho therefore recom­ 
mends that the tax lie lev ied u pon tho spirit* 
that shall l>e manu factu red and sold or re­ 
mov ed for consu mption. 
Ho also u rges the 
l» assage of tho ponding bills to abolish tho 
•commission paid collectors on taxes collected, 
the fractional gallon act and an increase in 
the nu mber of rev enu e agents. 
With reference to oleomargarine, Commis­ 
sioner Miller su ggests the amendment of the 
act so tliafc when the tax is paid on those su b­ 
stances withou t which “su pposititiou s bu t­ 
ter” can not be extensiv ely manu factu red, 
the su bat q u ent compou nding of these su b­ 
stances may be done withou t the payment of 
another tax, as reetifyere are permitted to 
compou nd spirits on which tho tax has boen 
paiiI by exchanging the original stamps for 
others of similar denominations, and by re 
fu nding so mu ch of the tax as is paid on su ch 
of the oleo, etc., as is u sed for lu bricating 
pu rposes or in the arts and sciences. 
He 
also u rges the importance of taxing tho pro­ 
du ct in first hands—where tho m anu factu rer 
obtains his material from the slau ghtered 
animal, su ch manu factu rers being conq mr 
ativ ely few in nu mber; and by a proper sys­ 
tem of book k eeping the produ ct can then be 
traced to the consu mer.

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A TEXAS SHERIFF. 


Castnlia is a small to wn, o p rather a vll 
lage, in to uth western Texas, o f so me 400 o r 
600 inhabitants. It is the co unty aeat o f o ne 
o f the bo rder co unties, and pro bably derives 
its name fro m so me flno mineral springs in 
the vicinity. The co untry aro und it is ex­ 
clusively a grazing co untry, all tho land be­ 
ing taken up in large ranches. Tho po pula­ 
tio n is sparse and is no w a peaceable and 
law-abiding peo ple, but at the timo o f which 
I write a very lawless element prevailed. 
Cattle thieves and ho nra thieves abo unded, 
and desperado s* were no t scarce. Tho clo eo 
pro ximity o f tho Mexican Unci o ffered an 
irresistible temptatio n to tho light fingered 
gentry, and a superabundance o f cheap 
whisky to the wild yo ung blo o ds o f tho co m­ 
munity. It was no unco mmo n thing to sea a 
party o f these racing their ho rses thro ugh 
the streets, sho o ting o ff pisto ls and yelling, 
“Clo se up, clo se up,” while tho terrified inhab­ 
itants ran to do their bidding. Co nspicuo us 
amo ng these were tho Burleso n bo ye. Their 
father was the wealthiest sto ckman in the 
co unty, and they co uld fcavo had every ad­ 
vantage o f educatio n and so ciety had they 
so cho sen, but they preferred tho wild, free 
life o f the ranch and tho prairie, and gro w 
up neither better o r wo rse than o ther co w­ 
bo ys ; crack sho ts, desperate riders and by 
no means as temperate as Father Matthew. 
Such was the state o f thing» in Co staha 
when Jo e Tho mas was elected sheriff o f the 
co unty . A small, spare man, tacitarn, and 
quiet to a fault, with pale gray ey es that 
rarely lo o ked y o u square In the face, but 
mo destly so ught the gro und whenev er their 
o wner was interv iewed, either ty stranger* 
o r friends. Yet small and qulri as b o was, 
and tho ugh he lo o ked as mo de as Mo ses, 
many were the tales o f desperate daring cur­ 
rent abo ut him, and numero us the des­ 
perado es who receiv ed their quietus fro m 
his unerring ey e and hand. A no table co n­ 
trast he was to his wife, a tall, big bo ned 
v irago , who , if she had been put- In breeches, 
wo uld have lo o ked twice the man her hus­ 
band did. But tho ugh celebrated thro ugh 
the v illage fo r her to ngue mid temper, when­ 
ev er Jo e lo o ked at her in his placid way , o r 
spo ke in his languid mo no to ne, sho weak 
ened immediately . She was asked o nco ho w 
many men her husband had killed, and her 
answer was: “ Thmr** six y o nder in the bury ­ 
ing gro und, an* Lo rd o nly kno ws ho w many 
in the brush.” In truth, the life o f a Tex as 
sheriff in that particular lo cality and at 
that particular time, was far fro m being a 
bed o f ro ses, as the fo llo wing incidents will 
sho w: 
At o ne time Jo e had made large co llec­ 
tio ns, and while waiting an o ppo rtunity to 
transmit the amo unt to tho state treasury 
was fo rced to keep it in his ho use. Castalia 
no t being blessed with a bank no r ev en an 
iro n safe, he tried to keep tho mo ney ao cret 
ev en fro m the wife o f his bo so m, but hav ing 
no safer place to depo sit it than under the 
head o f the bed, and Mrs. Tho mas being a 
no table ho usewife, especially addicted to 
turning up and beating mattresses, o f co urse 
it was so o n disco v ered. 
And equally , o f 
co urse, she blabbed it in a full co nclav e o f all 
the o ld wo men In the v illage. 
Needless to 
say it spread like wildfire, and a night o r two 
afterward Jo e reaped the co nsequences. 
The sheriffs mansio n was o f the usual stylo 
o f architecture in that co untry, i. e., a Mexi­ 
can hacal, built o f upright sticks, chinked 
between with mud, and with a blanket fo r 
a 
do o r shutter. 
Yo u see a thief wo uld no t find 
much difficulty in effecting an entrance; but, 
in the case o f a man like Jo e Tho mas, his dif­ 
ficulties wo uld be apt to begin as so o n as he 
had entered. 
It was the dead o f night, and Jo e and his 
family were sleeping tho sleep o f tho just, 
when the blanket was raised and three Mexi­ 
cans so ftly glided in, intent o n appro priat­ 
ing to their o wn use the funds destined fo r 
the state and co unty treasury. Luckily fo r 
he slept like a cat, and ho wever stealth- 
Jo e 
ily the midnight marauders mo ved, ho 
heard, o r fancied he heard, a so und that 
ro used him. Bro ad awake o n tho instant, 
he reached up his hand and no iselessly to o k 
do wn a revo lver, that hung, ready lo aded, 
o ver his head. Casting his keen eyes ro und 
the ro o m, he no ticed o ne spo t where the 
general darkness seemed intensified into a 
blacker shado w—a shado w 
that 
seemed 
creeping very slo wly to ward his bed. Crack! 
went the unerring pisto l, and with a fierce 
yell o ne o f the Mexicans sprang into the air, 
and fell pro ne o n the dirt flo o r with a 
bullet thro ugh his brain. Bo th tho o thers 
rushed fo rward, but Jo e had sprung o ut at 
the fo o t o f the lied befo re they reached and 
stabbed with their lo ng knives tho place 
where he lay but an instant befo re. 
Then co mmenced a hand-to -hand struggle, 
all the mo re terrible that it was carried o n in 
the dark. By the time Mrs. Tho mas, who , 
bo ld wo man as she was, was shaking fro m 
head to fo o t in the sudden terro r o f this 
night attack, had kindled a light, tho thro « 
Mexicans were stretched dead upo n the flo o r, 
while Jo e had escaped with a knife thrust 
thro ugh his arm and a deep gash in his right 
hand. 
Next day three new graves were 
added to the six already mentio ned, and the 
fame o f Jo e Tho mas, the fighting sheriff o f 
co unty, spread lo r and wide. 
He had held the o ffice fo r several y ears, 
hav ing been twice re-elected, and had made 


a nó tame cnange in cne mo ral status o r to « 
co mmunity. Ho rse thiev es and cattle thiev es 
were rapidly thinned o ut, and desj/erado es 
no lo nger po inted the to wn ro d at their o wn 
sweet will. 
It was the fifth year o f Sheriff Tho mas* 
incnmliency that an affair o ccurred lo ng re- 
tnemlieml in the co unty. There were many 
Mexicans scattered abo ut amo ng the differ­ 
ent ranch*« , and amo ng them was o ne Man­ 
uel García, who was well liked by lo s gringo s 
as a jio lito , quiet fello w, mo re industrio us 
and reliable than his co untrymen generally, 
temperate in his habits, mid never in a fuss. 
One night, early in the spring o f 1H7D, this 
harmless eren ture, who was no t suppo sed to 
have an enemy in the wo rld, was sho t do wn 
by so me unkno wn nssamiti as he was return­ 
ing ho me fro m a dance. 
At first mwpicio n 
po inted to his co untrymen o* the murderers, 
but It so o n leaked o ut that there was a wo ­ 
man in the case, and the evidence seemed to 
|K>int in ano ther directio n entirely. 
But 
who ever the guilty party might be it was 
kno wn that Jo e Tlio nias had swo rn to bring 
him to justice, mid no ne do ubt« ! that he 
wo uld, so o ner o r later, keep his wo rd. 
It w as Christmas eve, and. as usual at that 
seaso n, there was plenty o f liquo r go ing. 
The sheriff was absent o n so me co unty busi­ 
ness and the Burleso n bo ys anil o thers o f 
that, ilk had taken advantage o f the fact to 
make tilings lively in tho little to wn. Mo re 
o r less disturbance had bo o n carried o n all 
day, pisto l sho o ting, yelling r.nd quarreling, 
but “no lmdy hurt” as yet. 
In the afterno o n 
all tho bo ys co llected ro und a sto re o n the 
plaza fo r the 
intellectual amusement o f 
pitching do llars. 
Ed Burleso n, a magnifi­ 
cent specimen o f a West Texan, was tho 
luckiest o r mo st skillful pitcher, and his do l­ 
lar entered the ho le every time, 
“Ed’* cx lucky with his do llars cs his bul­ 
lets,” said 8i Hawkins, a tipieal co wbo y 
fro m a neighbo ring ranch. 
“Whet d’ye mean by that!” asked Ed, 
inarply. 
“What I sex.” drawled the o ther. “Yer 
do llars hit- tliermarlc ev ’ry time, as do cs y er 
One o f the men gave a lo w, insinuating 
whistle., and uttered “By Jo ve!” The wo men 
smiled in an easy so rt o f way, and glanced 
at o ne ano ther, but no t at my little friend, 
who bad gro wn o s white as sno w and had 
taken up a no vel. The “lo ver” returned to 
her side, and so o n the blushes and smiles ap­ 
peared again, but no w the eye* were who lly 
sad. As the train neared New Haven there 
was a ¡» crcepfcible stir amo ng the brilliant 
fo lk, and the little actress Iss'amo by turn 
white and still, o r almo st bo istero usly gay. 
As the s[MM*d o f the train slackened, she 
mo ved quickly to a seat amo ng t he o thers, 
and near to me, as the lo ver excitedly 
jumped fro m the platfo rm and disappeared 
in the cro wd.

But ho w 
co uld I, by even A lo o k, co nvey this, witho ut 
awakening her resentment and wo nder? 
As 
sho was standing, fastening tho luxurio us 
wrap abo ut her peck, I dro pped my vio lets 
upo n her glo ves In her chair. No o ne saw 
mo do it, and having yielded to the impulse 
I lo o ked away that I might no t meet her 
questio ning eyes. 
Witho ut raising mine 
fro m my bo o k, I co uld Still see that she hesi­ 
tated, and thefi after a ffio rqsnt’s reading o f 
tty face she raised tne flo wers gfently to her 
face, and pressed them upo n her weary eyes. 
As she turned to pass fro m the car, o ne fleet 
lo o k o f gratitude, so warm as to be like lo ve, 
dwelt upo n her face as she glanced at me, 
befo re tho quick smile, and studied easo with 
which she passed her enemies. 
When 
I reached the Exeto r-Bro wn’s, I 
fo und them planning a theatre party fo r 
that very evening. They seemed surprised 
that I fell so readily into the plan. I suppo se 
they tho ught I had beco me a lo ve sick, mo p­ 
ing invalid. 
I did no t kno w that we were to see the 
very play in which my friends o f the jo urney 
were to act, but we did see it.

o n, brilliant and successful perhaps, but with 
a bitter o r bro ken heart, and may be a 
wicked o ne. Po o r little actress, Go d fo rbid! 
I wo nder if I shall ever see her again? But 
co me, the carriage is waiting and we are 
late.

Yo u o ught to have a law in this co untry 
o r this state like we have in the o ld co untry. 
We do n’t have great co nclaves o ver there, 
but when any members o f the » o yal family 
visit a to wn all the co untry .lo cks in, and 
there are cro wds which wo uld almo st rival 
the Canno n co ncert thro ng. At the Derby, 
St Leger, and o ther great races there are 
also cro wds varying fro m 100,000 clo se to 
1,000,000. The o mnibuses and street cars o n 
tho se o ccasio ns do uble and treble their fares, 
so as to go t right up t * their franchise maxi 
mum, and the street railro ads cease running 
o rdinary trains nnd put o n si*x*ials, which 
charge five times the o rdinary rates. The 
restaurants and refreshment bo o ths fo llo w suit 
and are generally abo ut half as rapacio us as 
the fair gro unds refreshment co ntracto r was 
the o ther day. 
All this so unds very bo d, but there is a go o d 
sido to it 
The co nveyances must placard 
themselves with the anno uncement that the 
mininum fare Is so much, the railro ads must 
hang up placards at every statio n o r depo t 
and advertise in I do n’t kno w ho w many 
papers, and purveyo rs o f light refreshments 
who wish to charge a shilling (which is 
twenty-five cents) fo r a sandwich, o r seven 
pence halfpenny 
(which is fifteen cents) 
fo r muddy water labeled co ffee, can o nly do 
so if they p<*st up no tices co nspicuo usly o f 
their intentio n. 
Failing such no tices a man 
can eat what he likes, pay o rdinary prices, 
and if ho is interfered with, wind up by 
bringing an actio n fo r assault,—English Vis­ 
ito r in Glo be-Demo crat.
